G.S.R, 351(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 
8 of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts 
waste yarn (hard waste) falling under Item No. 18E of the First Schedule to 
the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (4 of 1944) from the whole of the duty 
of excise leviable thereon.; 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this notification- 

fa) “waste yarn'’ in the case of yarn containing more than 40 per cent, 
of cotton and partly any other fibre or fibres, wherein the wool or 
silk content, if any, Iwing less than 40 per cent, by weight shall 
mean,— 

(i) short lengths of such yarn in tangled mass not capable of being dis¬ 

entangled without, considerable labour; or 

(ii) short lengths, not exceeding throe metres, of such yarn even if they 

are not in the form of an entangled mass; or 

(Jil) yarn not exceeding three metres in length, in loom beam ends com¬ 
monly known as “lap-waste" or “Antrl”; 

(b) waste yam”, in the case of yam containing 40 per cent, or more by 
weight of wool, shall be— 

(i) irregular in shape; 

(ii) loosely spun; 

(iil) established by visual examination and handling that the yarn Is 
Incapable of being directly used for weaving into fabrics; and 

(iv) packed in gunny bags.

G.S.R. 362(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Central Excise Rules, 1944, 
namely:*— 

1. These rules may be called the Central Excise (Ninth Amendment) Rules, 
1972. 

2. In the Central Excise Rules, 1944, after rule 9fiE, the following rule shall 
be inserted, namely:— 

"96EE, Procedure for removal of yarn (other than cott&n yarn or jute 
yarn) from' one factory to another without payment of duty .— (1) 
Any yarn, other than cotton yarn or jute yarn, as may be specified 
by the Central Government by notification in the Official Gazette 
(hereinafter referred to as the said yam), may be removed without 
payment of duty from one factory to another factory of the same 
manufacturer for the purpose of manufacture of cotton fabrics sub¬ 
ject to the observance of the procedure hereinafter prescribed. 
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(2) For the purposes of this rule, "factory” means a factory working with 

the aid of power in which— 

(a) the said yarn is spun; or 

(b) the said yarn is spun and cotton fabrics are woven; or 

(c) only cotton fabrics are woven and the duty thereon is paid on square 
metre, ad valorem or weight basis, as the case may be, 

(3) When the said yarn is removed from one factory to another factory 

of the same manufacturer, the consignor shall, before the goods are 
removed, enter into a bond and follow the procedure required by 
rules 153, 156-A and 156-B as modified by rule 173-N: 

Provided further that, in the event of death, insolvency or insufficiency of 
rule to remove the said yarn from one factory to another factory 
of the same manufacturer, to enter intp a general bond with such 
surety or sufficient security, in such amount, and under such condi¬ 
tions as 1 the Collector approves, for the removal, from time to time, 
of any goods from one factory to another factory aforesaid, and for 
the due arrival and receipt thereof at the factory of destination with¬ 
in such time as the proper officer directs: 

Provided further that, in the event of death, insolvency or insufficiency or 
the surety or where the amount of bond is inadequate, the Collector 
may, in his discretion, demand a fresh bond and may, if the secu¬ 
rity furnished for a bond is not adequate, demand additional secu¬ 
rity.”
